cells; umbilical cord blood cells; hematopoietic stem cells; and bacteria are non-overlapping cell 
types with different functions, structures, and chemistries. In addition, the X and Y references 
cited in the International Search Report are evidence that the claimed inventions lack the same or 
corresponding special technical feature and therefor do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
